Under  authority  of  Public  Lav/  697  and  in  accordance  with  provisions 
of  the  Veterans  Educational  Facility  program,    this   school   is  receiving 
office  and  classroom  furniture  for  equipping  our  temporary  buildings. 
Under  the   same  authority  we  may  be  eligible  to   receive  appreciable  quan- 
tities of  equipment  which  you  need,    costing  us  only  transportation. 

On  September  27,    1947,    we  shall  apply  for  a  supplement  to  our 
Justification  of  Need  for  government   surplus  equipment  which  was  filed  and 
approved  in  December,    1946.     This  supplementary  request  must  be  approved 
by  a  representative  of  the  United  States  Office  of  Education.     For  an 
approval  of  a  Justification  of  Need,    there  must  be  an  acute  shortage 
caused  by  an  appreciably  increased  enrollment  largely  made  up  of  veterans.. 

If  there  are  equipment    items  which  you  want   and  which  you  believe 
might  be  available  from  government   surplus  property  under  these  terms, 
please  have  a  listing  of  such  equipment  in  the  hands  of  Mr.   Robert  W.

Scattered  Absences  which  endanger  the  student's  scholastic  standing. 
Consecutive  Absences  when  the  number  reaches  as  many  as  three. 

The  Student  Life  Deans  could  relate  a  number  of  instances  when  teachers' 
reporting  absences  has  "saved  students"  as  it  were;  also  times  when  their 
not  doing  so  has  led  to  a  situation  where  students  supposed  to  be  in  school 
were  not  attending  any  classes.  Reporting  absences  is  a  chore  for  you,  but 
the  Deans  having  some  knowledge  of  absences  is  important  to  effective  personnel 
work.  May  we  have  your  help  in  these  matters,  please? 

The  Student  Life  Deans  offices  will  furnish  you  blanks  for  reporting 
absences.  Write  on  the  form  the  student's  name,  check,  and  write  the  dates  of 
absence.  This  is  all  that  is  needed.  Mail  the  information  to  the  Dean  of  'en 
or  the  Dean  of  Women. 

Absences  From  Final  Examination  at  the  End  of  Term 

The  catalog,  on  page  45,  states  the  University's  ruling  on  absences  from 
final  examinations.  In  practically  all  cases,  this  ruling  will  be  adhered  to 
strictly.  Health  reasons  for  absences  from  final  examinations  will  be  vouched 
for  by  the  University  Physician.  Should  any  other  requests  for  deviation  from 
the  rule  come  to  the  Student  Life  Deans  or  to  the  instructors,  the  student's 
request  will  be  referred  to  the  Academic  Dean  of  the  College  to  whom  the 
instructor  in  the  course  is  responsible. 

PREPARING  MID-TERM  DEFICIENCY  REPORTS 

Will  you  also  please  plan  your  course  work  each  term  so  that  you  will  have 
a  check  on  the  grades  of  all  students  at  the  end  of  six  weeks?  You  are  asked 
to  send  to  the  Dean  of  Men  and  Dean  of  Women  the  names  and  mid-term  grades  of 
all  students  with  grades  below  C.  Cards  will  be  sent  you  on  which  to  make  these 
reports.  Please  send  grades  in  promptly. 

If  you  do  not  have  students  with  grades  below  C  at  the  mid-term,  please 
report  this  fact  also. 

The  Student  Life  Deans  need  to  have  a  fairly  accurate  notion  as  to  whether 
or  not  students  are  meeting  the  University's  scholastic  requirements.  It  is 
only  fair  that  a  student  be  helped  before  his  poor  grades  add  up  to  a  dismissal 
from  the  University.  The  Student  Life  Deans  try  to  talk  to  every  student  whose 
grades  are  not  satisfactory,  and  particularly  to  those  who  have  more  than  one 
deficiency  report. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Student  Life  Deans  that  before  too  long  the  size  of 
faculty  member's  teaching  loads  will  permit  each  faculty  counselor's  having  time 
to  take  up  the  matter  of  deficiency  reports  with  his  counselees.

NEW  LETTERHEADS

mimeograph  paper.  If  anyone  who  has  a  supply  of  paper  or  old  letterheads  will  turn 
it  in  to  the  Duplicating  Service,  his  help  will  be  appreciated.  This  is  a  way  to 
dispose  of  your  old  letterheads  without  waste. 


QUARTERLY  AND  SPECIAL  REQUISITIONS 

At  the  request  of  the  Business  Manager,  we  are  printing  the  following  impor- 
tant memorandum  from  Mr.  Charles  G.  Lanphier,  Coordinator  for  the  State  Teachers 
College  Board; 

"We  are  getting  entirely  too  many  of  what  all  of  you  call  Special  Requisitions 
and  I  call  Regular  Requisitions!  that  is,  not  Quarterly  or  Annual* 

"I  have  taken  this  matter  up  with  one  of  the  business  managers  and  sent  the 
following  note  which,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  seems  to  cover  the  situation  according 
to  statements  made  to  me. 

n  t There  may  be,  and  probably  is,  an  explanation  of  why,  in  the  last  six 
months  of  the  61rth  biennium,  we   have  received  such  a  flood  of  special  requisitions 
from  each  of  the  universities  and  colleges.

"  »It  is  my  understanding  that  quarterly  requisitions  are  supposed  to  cover 
what  might  be  called  the  staples  in  the  way  of  supplies,  commodities,  etc.,  and 
the  special  requisitions  are  only  for,  not  exactly  an  emergency,  but  for  a  need 
that  requires  special  handling. 

"  'I  believe,  from  what  I  have  seen  in  the  last  year,  that  most  of  the 
schools  are  not  including  in  their  quarterly  requisitions  all  that  they  shouldj 
therefore  they  are  sending  a  needless  number  of  special  requisitions. 

"  'It  would  be  greatly  appreciated,  not  only  by  the  co-ordinator  but  by  the 
departments  handling  requisitions,  if  effort  would  be  made  by  all  the  business 
managers  and  the  staffs  of  the  various  universities  and  colleges,  to  see  that 
their  quarterly  requisitions  are  as  complete  as  possible  which  will  eliminate  the 
need  for  so  many  special  requisitions.1  " 

"Attached  is  a  copy  of  a  memorandum  that  this  business  manager  has  sent  and 
I  think  it  is  so  complete  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea,  if  you  agree  that  there 
is  a  necessity  for  reminding  the  staff  of  the  matter,  to  see  that  all  concerned 
receive  a  memorandum  somewhat  the  same  effect  as  the  attached. 

"This,  in  a  way,  is  none  of  my  business  but  I  do  believe  if  the  business  mana- 
gers could  get  better  cooperation  from  the  staff  and  faculty  that  the  work  on  re- 
quisitions would  be  decidedly  decreased  and  this  would  result  in  less  work  or 
effort  for  all  of  us  in  Springfield. 

"No  comments  are  necessary;  take  whatever  action  you  see  fit." 


ACQUISITION  OF  SURPLUS  PROPERTIES 

Some  confusion  has  been  caused  by  the  fact  that  certain  agencies  of  the 
school  have  applied  to  the  Federal  Government  for  surplus  properties  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  Business  Manager  or  of  Mr.  Robert  W.  English,  to  whom  we  have 
assigned  the  responsibility  for  dealing  with  such  requests.  All  applications  for 
surplus  property  should  be  routed  through  Mr.  English  and  all  bills  for  trans- 
portation or  costs  must  be  approved  by  him. 


PRINTED  MATERIALS 

Whenever  printed  or  duplicated  materials  representing  the  University  and  in- 
tended for  off -campus  use  are  circulated,  the  Office  of  the  President  should  re- 
ceive the  first  three  copies.  Remember  that  before  printing,  the  material  should 
be  cleared  through  the  Publications  Committee,  kiss  Winifred  Burns,  Chairman.

Except  in  case  of  illness  and  emergency,  this  should  be  done  at  least  ten  days 
in  advance.

TO  ALL  FACULTY  MEMBERS: 

The  Special  Credit  Examinations  Committee  met 
December  17,  lyhl ,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  Registrar's  Office. 
The  Committee  reiterates  the  earlier  stated  purposes  cf  these 
examinations . 

Special  credit  examinations  were  set  up  for  the 
purposes  of  allowing  credit  to  mature  people,  especially  veterans, 
who  through  experiences  and  unrecorded  training  have  completed 
the  essential  materials  of  various  subjects.   The  Committee  feels 
that  teachers,  those  who  have  done  special  work  outside,  and 
others  who  have  been  out  of  school  are  justified  in  requesting 
thes e  examinations . 

The  committee  does  not  think  that  these  examinations 
should  be  approved  for  students  who  are  ,iust  out  of  high  school. 
The  committee  will  not  approve  special  credit  examinations  fcr 
students  who  wish  to  gain  credit  merely  by  auditing  a  class  or 
reading  the  textbook  on  the  side,  and  then  taking  an  examination, 
thus  getting  credit  without  doing  the  regularly  required  work  of 
the  course.  Also  these  examinations  may  not  be  used  to  make  up 
a  failed  course,  as  an  earlier  announcement  this  fall  stated. 
If  the  department  wishes  to  excuse  the  competent  student  from  a 
particular  course,  it  has  the  pri\rilege  of  doing  so,  but  no 
credit  will  be  allov/ed. 

The  student  approved  for  an  examination  must  take  it 
wi thin  two  weeks  of  the  date  of  approval  in  order  to  obtain  credit.

All  reports  should  be  made  in  triplicate — one  for  the  Chairman  of  the  depart- 
ment, one  for  the  Dean  of  the  college,  and  one  for  the  President,  A  faculty  mem- 
ber would  have  the  option,  if  desired,  of  preparing  three  separate  reports. 

Administrators  and  others  directly  responsible  to  the  President  will  continue 
to  report  directly  to  this  office. 
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ECONOMIC  STUDY  OF  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS 

Somewhat  loss  than  two  years  ago  an  economic  study  of  Southern  Illinois  was 
initiated jointly  by  Southern  and  the  University  of  Illinois  Bureau  of  Business 
and  Economic  Research,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  State  Natural  History  Survey, 
the  State  Geographic  Survey,  the  State  Water  Survey,  and  others.  The  following 
chapters  have  now  been  prepared:   (1)  History  and  Culture,  (2)  Geography,  (3) 
Water,  (h)   Forest  Resources,  (5)  Power  Supply,  (6)  Roads,  (7)  Air  Transportation, 
(8)  Railway  Transportation,  (9)  Financial  Resources,  (10)  Industries,  (11)  agri- 
culture, (12)  Recreation,  (13)  Population,  (lh)  Public  Relief. 

You  arc  invited  to  review  and  criticize  any  of  this  material  in  which  you  arc 
especially  interested.  All  requests  should  go  to  Dean  H.  J.  Rehn  of  the  College 
of  Vocations  and  Professions,  Chairman  of  our  representatives  in  this  fundamental 
project. 


FINANCING  OF  ACTIVITIES 

Several  difficulties  have  unnecessarily  arisen  because  the  Business  Office 
has  not  been  consulted  prior  to  the  collection  and  expenditure  of  monies  for 
certain  departmental  and  student  activities.  At  the  request  of  the  Business 
Manager,  therefore,  we  are  publishing  the  following  important  notice  for  all 
faculty  members  in  charge  of  such  activities: 

"When  permission  or  authorization  is  given  a  member  of  our  staff  for  the 
performance  of  some  activity  involving  finances,  such  permission  or  authorization 
will  be  made  subject  to  clearance  with  the  Business  Office  as  to  the  method  of 
handling  finances." 


SPEAKERS  SERVICE 

It  is  proposed  that  a  Speakers  Service  be  set  up  under  the  direction  of  Mr.

Upon  request  from  our  area,  Mr.  Dcy  will  also  arrange  with  the  Chairman  of 
the  Speech  Department  to  provide  student  speakers  and  student  panels  and  to  find 
faculty  interlocutors  for  the  latter. 

Wherever  possible,  the  organization  requesting  a  speaker  or  speakers  will  be 
asked  to  pay  transportation  expenses.  Fees,  if  any,  will  be  arranged  directly  by 
speaker  and  organizations.  Speakers  should  talk  in  their  own  fields  by  preference, 
and  should  always  make  it  clear  to  their  audience  that  views  expressed  arc  their 
own  and  not  necessarily  those  of  the  University.

MILITARY  LEAVES  FOR  STATE  EMPLOYEES 

There  have  been  previously  published  in  this  bulletin  notices  of  the  State 
policy  of  authorizing  military  leave  to  State  employees,  who  are  members  of  the 
Illinois  National  Guard,  the  Illinois  Naval  Militia,  or  the  Reserve  Officers 
Corps  of  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy. 

We  now  have  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Governor  Dwight  H..  Green  to  Mr,.  Frank  G. 
Thompson,  Chairman  of  our  Board,  extending  this  privilege. *  Governor  Green  writes 
as  follows: 

"Similar  privileges  shall  be  extended  to  members  of  the  enlisted  personnel 
of  the  Army  and  Navy  Reserve  who  are  State  employees  and  desire  to  attend  field 
training  or  training  cruises,  provided  they  remain  in  the  employment  of  the  State 
and  they  are  properly  excused  for  this  duty  by  the  Head  of  the  Department.

RECIPROCAL  /ILOR'RCE 
(House  Bill  No.  761;.  Approved  August  8,  l'-i:7.) 


I\E   ACT  to  provide  for  reciprocal  allowance  of  credits  for  retirement,  death 
and  disability  benefits  between  the  State  Employees'  Retirenent  System  of 
Illinois,  the  University  Retirement  System  of  Illinois  and  the  Teachers1 
Retirenent  System  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  for  the  transfer  of  certain 
funds  between  said  systems. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  01   the  State  of  Illinois,  represented  in 
the  General  Assembly: 

SECTION  1.  Reciprocity  of  Credit:   Any  person  who  has  acquired,  or 
shall  acquire,  credits  or  equities  toward  a  retirement  annuity,  benefit  or 
allowance,  or  toward  a  death  benefit  or  disability  benefit  or  annuity,  in 
the  form  of  service  or  contributions,  under  the  State  Employees'  Retirement 
System  of  Illinois,  created  by  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  creation,  mainten- 
ance and  administration  of  a  retirement  and  benefit  system  for  certain 
officers  and  employees  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  their  dependents  and  benefi- 
ciaries", approved  ^ulv  2°<,   19b  3,  as  amended"  under  the  University  Retirement 
System  of  Illinois,  created  by  "'r  Act  to  provide  for  the  creation,  lainten- 
ance,  and  administration  of  a  Retirement  System  for  the  benefit  of  the  staff 
members  and  employees  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  of  certain  other 
educational  and  scientific  agencies",  approved  July  21,  19ul,  as  amended;  or 
under  the  Teachers'  Retirement  System  of  Illinois,  created  by  "An  Act  in 
relation  to  a  Teachers'  Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  Illinois",  approved 
July  17,  1939,  as  amended,  or  as  created  by  or  continued  in  ...rticle  25  of  be 
School  Code,  approved  may  1,.  19k5,    '"-->   amended,  who  terminates  his  employment 
in  a  department,  agency  or  division  of  the  State  of  Illinois  or  in  a  school, 
college  or  university  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  covered  by  any  ox  said 
systems  and  becomes  employed  In  a  department,  agency,  division,  school,  coll 
or  university  covered  by  another  of-  said  systems,  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
applied  in  such  other  system  "11  his  said  credits  or  equities  in  accordance 
with  and  to  the  extent  set  forth  in  this  Act,  provided  that  the  sane  shall  not 
have  been  waived  or  forfeited. 

SECTION  2.  Eligibility  for  Benefits:   Eligibility  of  any  such  person 
for  a  retirement  annuity,  benefit  or  allowance,  or  for  r  death  benefit  or  for 
a  disability  benefit  or  annuity,  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Vet  creatine  the  system  to  which  the  person  last  made  contributions,  provided 
however  that  said  system,  in  determining  such  e ligibility,  shall  take  into 
account  the  entire  length  of  service  rendered  by  such  person  for  whic-i  he 
shall  have  been  granted  credit  under  all  of  said  systems. 

SECTION  3.  Retirement  .annuity,  .Allowance  or  Benefit:   The  total  amount 
of  any  retirement  annuity,  allowance  or  benefit  to  which  :^:f   such  person 
shall  be  entitled,  shall  equal  the  combined  amounts  payable  by  all  of  a  aid 
systems.  Excluding  any  requirement  for  a  minimum  period  of  ;;;  a.  c  3  except 
as  provided  in  Section  2  hereof,  each  of  said  systems  shall  determine  the 
amount  of  retirement  annuity,  allowance  or  benefit  to  which  such  person  shall 
be  entitled  on  the  basis  of  the  period  of  service,  accumulations  or  .quities 
to  the  credit  of  such  person  under  said  system,  according  to  the  formula, 


standard,  or  method  of  computation  proscribed,  for  the  determination  thereof 
b]r  the  Act  creatine;  said  system.  The  system  to  which  the  person  last  made 
contributions  .shall  pay  the  combined  amounts  of  said  retirement  annuity, 
allowance  or  benefit  as  thus  determined,  and  such  system  shall  have  a  claim 
gainst  the  other  systems,  at  the  time  of  retirement  of  such  person',  for  all 
contributions  rar.de  by  such  person,  together  with  interest  accretions  held 
by  said  other  systems  to  the  credit  of  such  person. 

SECTION  h.     Death  Benefits:   The  amount  of  any  death  benefit  payable  on 
account  of  the  death  of  any  such  person  shall  be  that  provided,  by  the  Act 
creating  the  System  to  which  the  contributions  wore  last  made  by  such  person, 
plus  an  amount  equal  to  the  accumulated,  conti buttons,  together  v/ith  interest 
accretions,  which  have  been  paid  to  the  other  systems  by  said  person,  pro- 
vided such  accumulated  contributions  were  payable  as  a  death  benefit  under 
such  other  systems.  The  system  to  which  the  person  last  made  contributions 
shall  pry  the  total  amount  thereof  covering  service  rendered  in  nil  37s tens, 
and  upon  payment  of  said  amount,  the  system  having  made  said  payment  shall 
have  a  claim  against  the  other  systems  for  all  such  accumulated,  contributions 
together  with  interest  accretions  held,  to  the  credit  of  such  person  in  the 
other  systems. 

SECTION  $.     Disability  Benefits:   The  amount  of  any  disability  benefit 
to  which  such  person  may  bo  entitled,  "nd  the  aggregate  period  during  which 
it  shall  be  payable  shall  be  determined  by  the  provisions  of 'the  'ct  creating 
the  system  to  which  the  employee  is  a  contributor  at  the  time  of  occurrence 
of  disability,  after  tailing  into  account,  in  accordance  v/ith  the  method  of 
computation  and  under  the  conditions  prescribed  in  said  ct,  the  applicable 
credits  for  service  or  other  purposes  of  such  person  in  said  ether  systems. 

SECTION  6.   Concurrent  Employment;   The  rights  and  benefits  of  a- person 
who  is  concurrently  a  contributor  to  two  or  more  of  said  systems  shall  be 
limited  and  determined  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  from  which  s-id  person 
receives  the  greatest  portion  of  his  compensation,  or  if  such" person  receives 
the  same  amount  of  compensation  and  is  a  contributor  to  two  or  more  systems, 
then  by  the  let  elected  by  such  person*   The  system  liable  to  mich  person  for 
the  payment  of  benefits  under  this  section  shall  base  a.  claim  for  the  con- 
tributions of  such  person  made  to  the  ether  systems,  and  the  other  systems 
shall  pay  the  amount  of  such  contributions  upon  demand. 

SECTION  7.  Discharge  of  Liabilities:   The  payment  to  my  person  of  any 
retirement  annuity,  allowance  or  benefit,  or  of  any  death  benefit  or  any 
disability  benefit  or  annuity  in  accordance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  this  .ct, 
shall  constitute  a  full  and  complete  discharge  of  all  of  said  systems  for  such 
liability. 

SECTION  6.  Outside  State  Employment:  Notwithstanding  -erg  prevision  in 
this  Act  to  the  contrary,  in  no  event  shall  service  cf  any  person  be  accredited 
by  any  system  more  than  once,  nor  shall  concurrent  credit  be  allowed  lor  any 
cf  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  under  "-ore  than  one  system,  for  the  same  service 
rendered  by  any  'person  covered  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

UNIVERSITY  TRAVEL  IN  UNIVERSITY-OWNED  CARS 

The  Business  Manager  requests  that  we  place  in  the  bulletin  his  following 
statement  concerning  travel  in  University-owned  automobiles: 

"Arrangements  for  travel  in  University-owned  automobiles  should  be  made 
with  the  Director  of  the  physical  Plant. 

"University  cars  will  be  filled  with  gasoline  and  oil  when  assigned  to  de- 
partments and  offices  using  such  cars,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  cars  to 
be  returned  filled  with  gasoline  and  oil.  Any  member  of  our  staff  who  wishes  to 
use  the  University  cars  for  travel  may  obtain  from  the  Business  Office  a  letter 
of  credit  which  will  enable  the  traveler  to  obtain  on  credit  gasoline,  oil,  and 
other  necessary  auto  supplies. 

"It  will  be  necessary,  however,  for  the  traveler  to  locate  the  filling 
station  owners  who  are  willing  to  extend  credit  to  the  University.  When  credit 
is  obtained,  the  filling  station  operator  will  be  required  to  prepare  three 
copies  of  an  invoice  showing  the  following  information: 
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1.  Date  of  purchase. 

2.  Model  and  license  number  of  car  serviced. 

3.  Name  of  University  department  to  be  charged. 
I4.  Name  of  traveler. 

5.  Itemization  of  supplies  and  services  rendered  together  with 
cost,  less  federal  excise  taxes, 

"These  invoices  should  then  be  approved  and  signed  by  the  traveler,  One 
copy  should  be  sent  directly  to  the  University  Purchasing  Agent  by  the  filling 
station  operator.  One  copy  should  bo  forwarded  to  the  University  Purchasing 
Agent  by  the  traveler  and  one  copy  maintained  by  the  filling  station  operator. 

"Since,  in  many  instances,  a  complete  trip  can  be  made  without  the  purchase 
of  additional  gasoline  and  oil,  it  is  suggested  that  the  purchasing  necessary  to 
replace  the  gasoline  and  oil  used  by  the  traveler  be  made  in  Carbondale.  This 
will  expedite  the  handling  of  the  invoices."

BULLETIN  TO  FACULTY  MEMBERS  FROM  THE  PLACEMENT  SERVICE: 

During  the  last  two  weeks  we  have  received  a  great  number  of  request  for 
teachers*  Each  day  will  bring  additional  requests  as  we  are  now  entering  the 
usual  spring  and  summer  hiring  season.   This  means  that  sets  of  credentials 
for  our  seniors  and  graduate  students  should  be  available  and  ready  for 
mailing. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  this  year  in  registering  the  seniors  in  the  College 
of* Education,  the  groups  being  registered  according  to  their  field  of  major 
study  #dien  their  peculiar  problems  could  be  discussed  in  detail.  We  have  ample 
evidence  that  these  seniors  understand  the  function  and  workings  of  this  office , 
In  spite  of  this,  hovrever ,    there  are  a  great  many  seniors  who  have  only  one  or 
two  recommendations,  and  in  some  cases  none,  when  v;e  are  attempting  to  follow 
the  general  policy  of  furnishing  four  statements,  a  policy  followed  by  most 
university  placement  agencies.  Some  of  this  shortage  of  recommendations  is 
due,  we  know,  to  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  uonior  concerned.   Some,  how- 
.ever,  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  instructors  become  more  than  busy  with  their 
regular  teaching  duties,  their  committee  work,  and  recently  the  extra  work 
due  to  the  ending  of  the  Winter  Quarter  and  fail  to  write  the  recommendations 
which  have  been  requested  by  seniors. 

We  here  in  the  Placement  Office  will  very  much  appreciate  receiving  recommen- 
dations concerning  seniors,  in  case  some  such  requests  have  been  postponed. 
We  attempt  to  type  eight  sets  of  credentials  for  each  person  registering  with 
this  office,  which  means  that  even  after  we  receive  the  recommendation  there  is 
still  much  work  to  r e  done.   School  administrators,  too,  due  to  their  many 
frustrations  in  attempting  to  secure  good  teachers  in  this  time  of  critical 
teacher  shortage  tend  to  criticize  a  little  more  quickly  than  in  normal  times. 
Even  though  we  did  receive  over  2li00  vacancy  notices  last  year,  with  only 
about  170  seniors  wanting  positions,  it  is  still  necessary  to  handle  each 
vacancy  with  just  as  much  attention  as  we  would  do  in  a  time  of  a  teacher  surplus 
Credentials  with  only  one  or  two  recommendations  do  not  make  a  good  impression 
on  any  school  administrator. 

Some  of  our  newer  faculty  members  have  asked  me  just  what  is  wanted  in  a  recom- 
mendation,  I  would  certainly  rather  let  the  instructor  make  this  decision  as, 
in  my  estimation,  better  results  are  secured  in  this  manner,   I  would  like  to 
mention  that  nearly  every  recommendation  that  comes  to  this  office  from  our 
faculty  shows  that  the  writer  was  unusually  conscientious  when  writing  the  state- 
ment, in  spite  of  the  fact  that  in  many  cases  this  same  instructor  had  been 
called  on  by  a  number  of  other  seniors,   I  might  also  add,  however,  that  blanks 
which  are  returned  to  this  office  with  just  the  twelve  characteristics  at  the 
top  marked  do  not  give  as  good  a  picture  of  the  candidate  as  when  several 
paragraps  are  also  included, 

I  do  not  wish  to  give  the  impression  in  the  above  that  we  are  far  behind  in  our 
work  of  registering  seniors.  Last  week  I  had  a  chance  to  learn  of  the  work  of 
the  U.  of  Illinois  and  of  Western,  and  we  are  considerably  ahead  of  them.   We 
are  not  as  far  along,  however,  as  we  would  like  to  bo.

exemptions  listed  above  should  file  in  the  Business  Office  a  new  Employees ' 
Withholding  Exemption  Certificate  net  later  than  June  15,  19U8,  in  order 
that  such  certificates  may  be  relayed  to  the  State  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts.   The  birth  date  must  be  shown  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner 
of  all  ¥-Ji  forms , 

May  I  state  that  regulations  of  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  pro- 
vide for  the  filing  oF  Withholding  Exemption  Certificates  for ' changes  in 
tax  status  only  twice  within  the  calendar  year,  namely,  June  and  December

When  all  have  marched  in  and  are  in  place, 
the  President  will  remove  his  cap  at  which  time  all  men  should  do  the 
same.  After  the  invocation,  all  should  be  seated,  the  men  replacing 
their  caps.  After  the  address,  candidates  will  arise  on  signal.   The 
group  is  presented,  the  degrees  are  conferred,  and  the  diplomas  pre- 
sented as  the  students  walk  across  the  stage.  All  should  remain  stand- 
ing until  everyone  in  his  group  is  back  in  place.  In  case  of  doubt, 
all  should  look  to  the  marshals  for  information. 

Candidates  must  present  financial  clearance  slips  to  the  Regis- 
trar's Office  before  August  0  in  order  to  receive  their  diplomas.
